To Tur Citizens or WARREN Scoot Disrricr: —Schools 
have been maintained the past year as usual. The whoop- 
ing cough epidemic interfered with the work of the school, 
but that was unavoidable. 

Our State Aid for average attendance this year is $102. 48 
which is a gain over last year. We are glad of this and hope 
it will be more next year, for regular attendance at school is — 
very desirable. : 

We have been fortunate in securing excellent teachers 
i good teachers mean good schools. After careful 
inspection by State Deputy Brown, Superintendent Morri- 
son said in his public address, “‘Your school is not BELOW 
the average in anything, and in some respects is ABOVE the 
average. Astatement like this from the highest authority 
in the state should mean much to our people. 


Your schools, and school board, have labored under one 
great disadvantage. There have been misleading, untrue” 
statements circulated, and many of our people have believed 
them without making any effort to ascertain if the reports 
were true or false. For instance: It was reported and be- 
lieved that Plymouth High School said they should not re- 
ceive any more pupils from Warren because of their poor. 
preparation. This report was ENTIRELY FALSE as the fol- 
lowing letter from the Principal proves:
